WHO S&T THE FIRE? 


Mr. SicBride Charged with Set- 
ting a Prairie Fire—Fined 
By The Magistrates— 

Case Appealed.

On Friday last Mr. Malcolm Me- 
Bride, of Moose Jaw, was’ charged be- 
fore Messrs. Green and King, magis- 
trates, With having set a fire on the 
prairie on or about section 4, in» town- 
ship 15, in rauge 23 and“ not-. patting 
it out before lea@fig, contrary to the 
form of Chapter 20 of the revised 
Ordinance of 1888, and amendinents 
thereto, of the North-West Territories. 

Mr. W. J. Nelson appeared for the 
| prosecution and Mr. J.G. Gordon for 
the defendant. 

Mr. Malcolm McBride, sworn :—I 
am the defendaat, I live in Moose Jaw 


|| about section 4, on the Ist of august 
| last. We reached that section on the 
I took a shovel and cleared 
the sod away from the side of «a hill 
and dug a small hole in the earth ; saw- 
ed a board up and lit a fire in the hole. 
I carried a barrel of water with me 
from town. I pat the water on for 
making tea. I put the fire out im- 
mediately after cooking with water out 
of the barrel. No prairie fire started 
from the fire. I saw a prairie ‘fire 
Wednesday evening north-east of where 
We were camped ; north-east of the old 
camping ground. There was no wind 
the night we lit the tire. ‘Thers was a 
little wind the next day from the south- 
west ; but that night there was a big 


ofa mile away. I did not do any 


filled the hole until it ran over, immed- 
iately after cooking. The prairie fire 
wesaw Wednesday evening was about 
2} wiles north of where we were camp- 
ing when we saw it first. We return- 
ed Thursday morning and we saw that 
the prairie where we were first camped 
| was not burnt. 


Cross exainined by W/J. Nelaon :— 
My son was present when I poured the 
water on the fire. I only put water on 
the camp fire. I know I extinguished 
the fire by putting the water on. I 
filled the hole again Wednesday . morn- 
ing with water. I swear that we 
were within one quarter of a mile of 
the old camping ground, passing by the 
old cainp on Thursday morning. There 
was a small hill between us and the old 
camping ground. We could see the 
hill and part of the side. We could 
mot see whether the hay McInnis cut 
on Tuesday was burned or cot. It 
‘was not possible for a fire to start from 
‘our old camp fire. The hay we cut is 
now burnt; the grass is all burnt 
around there. | 

Master Warren McBride was then 
sworn and his evidence was substantia!- 
ly the same as his father’s, with the ex- 
ception that he swore in addition that 
the hole was dug in sandy soil, nine 
inches in diameter and six inches deep ; | 
and that his father put two sauce-pans 
of water in the hole where the fire was. | 


JUDGMENT. 

The magistrates decided that the de- 
fendant, Mr. McBride did not take 
saficient precautions to put out the 
carp Gre, and therefore fined the de 
fendant in the sum cf ten dollars and 
costs, or in, default of payment two 
months inthe common gaol at Regina. 

The case, it is stated, will be appeal- 
ed, ant! come up before the Court in 
October next.
